+ able and particular, whereby to gain the Adms-" 


vation and Notice of Others, and be thought extra 
ordivary and wonderful. Every ove, high and low, 
is more or lef aéted by this Principle, which pats 
on 4 different Appearance, according to the Temper 
and Jiclination it meets with: In bold and enter pri- 
fing Spirits, it attempts hardy and daring Actions; 
in covetous Difpofitions, it rakes together Riches 
by any Means, among our Country Squires, If ¢x: 
_erts itfelt at Horfe-races, Huntiag Matches, and 
Drinking Bouts, and it makes ovr Beausin Town 
ovthhine one another in Drefs and Equipage, and 
appear fideft at Drawing rooms and Allemblies. 
This fondnefs of being talk’ of, or Defire of Fame, 
in the earlieft Ages, e’er the Mind of Man became 
deprav’d aod wicked, ftirr’d up Thofe of fuperior 
Abilities to the lovention of fuch ufeful Arts as 
were of General Benefit; and the Reputation They 
then fought afcer, was-fuch as arofe from affifting 
the Oppreffed, doing Good, and excelling in'Wifdom 
and Virtue: Hence it came to pafs, that their Co- 
temporaries regarded them with the higheft Veuera- 
tion, and prefented them to Pofterity as Demi gods 
and Heroes. But afterwards, as the Norions of Right 
aud Wrong became negle€ted, Force and Violence ia- 
troduc’d ’emfelves, Power aflum’d the Place of Vir- 
tue, and inftead of aiming at the valuable Reputa- 
tion of promoting the general Happinefs of Man, 
this Defire took another Turn, and led on a/piring 
~ Minds to defire to be remarkable for Congueft and ex- 
tended Empire aiid as Thefe are always furrounded 
with Flatterers, from whom much is to be fear’d or 
hoped, Rapine, Oppreffion and Injuftice, were by them 
falfly called Glory, and thefe publick Ravagers fet 
forth and prais’d, as Objects of Wonder, Reverence 
aad Effeem. Thus was produc’d and cherifh’d that 
susbulent Paffion of the Soul, Anbition, which has 
doue more Mifchiefto Manthan all the ref; fince 
the ref but here and there deftroy, while rhs, at a 
Stroke, .fweeps off whole Nations. 
’Tis furprizing and unaccountable, that Man- 
kiad, laying afide common Senfe, fhouid bya gene. 
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AR, a Honfe, or commit a fingle Murder, is by 
all accounted vile and infamous 5 how then comes it, 
that to pillage Kingdoms, and kill by Thoufands, is 
called Glory? Providence may defign an Alexander 
or aCe/ar to fcourge the World ; and as a Punifh. 
ment we fhould coulider them; but a Plague, De- 
lage, or Conflagration, as well deferve our Prai/es. 
If co lofe a Senfe of all Humanity, to have a Power 
and Will todo Mifchief, is true Glory, the Devit is 
certainly the moft glorious of all Beings, and high 
Jnjaftice itistodeprive him of his Fame. Buc the 
Parafites of Princes put no Bounds to the Madnefs 
and Folly of uheir Flatrerys Thofe of Alexander 
made him fancy he was Son of Jupiter, till wound. 
ed, and feeing his Crimfon Blood, unlike the Icher of 
the Geds, (as Homer mesitions) he doubted his Im. 
mortality. Alermodorus too, ina Poem in Honour 
of Antigonus, {tiled him The Son of the Sun 3 to which 
that Prince wilcly anfwered, He that empties my 
Clofe-ftcol can eafily prove the Contrary. 

To this Defire ot being remarkable, moft geod and 
bad Adtious recorded in Hiftory, are owing ;: for it 
alone, many facrifice their Eafe, Health, Quiet, de. 
fpife Danger, and face Death itfelf Iotrepidly. The 
Romans, by indulging this Paflion in their Soldiery, 
became invincible; the cheap and trifling Diftinc. 
tion of a Lawrel Crown, made every private Cerri 
nel an Hero; and, infignificant as it may feem to 
Us, wasto Them an ample and glorious Recompence 
tor their moft important Services, and well worth 
venturing Life for. Andeven in ovr Days, I’m 
perfwaded it would be difficult to reife an Army, 
was it not for the Reputation and Re/pel#, ‘the poor 
Fellows promife themfelves from wearing a red Coat, 
and being called Gentlemen. And that Perfon 
‘who fet on Fire the famous Temple of Diana, did 
it for no other End but to make him be Talk’d of, 

But, to leave Antiquity, and obferve this Paffion 
among Ourfelves, may prove.an ufeful Entertain. 
ment, and isa kind of Fuffice we owe to fevyeral of 
our Countrymen, who {pare mo Pains to make them- 
felves remarkable. Was it not for This, many a A¢an 
of Fortune would fcorn’d to drivé a Coach himflf 
whom now all the World fees fit in the Box witha 
becoming Grace, wheel with great Addrefs, and is 
in every Refpect a complete Driver. What a Glory! 
what Happine/s is this to himfelf and his honourable 


ral lafatwation, extol and adore thofe Conquerors of Family! And how defervedly is he the Envy and 


the World, who, diveited of the lying Applaufes 
thsi Sycophants beftow, are the wosft of alt Evils, 
“gad more dreadtul and deftrudtive than a Peftilenee.
